Editors Colonist and Chronicle ; — 
Big liend is very far from realizing what 
was anticipated of it. Some parties, since 
lust spring, have continued to harp on the 
unwonted wealth of these diggings, whilst 
others have been no less bitter in deoonooing 
them as a " bilk," In the midst of suob 
conflicting reports the public mind has been 
dlitraoted, Dot ^Dowlog where to look for 
the truth. In a subseqaont communication 
I shall explain the motives which seem to 
QClualo those who spreail such diU'erent 
versions, and tho loundalion on which thu 
discrepancy of opinion reHls. For the pres- 
ent, 1 shall confine myself to giving your 
ruaders an insight into tha stupendous nature 
of Iho work which is going on in this raining 
district, bflieving that it may prove, not 
uninteresting to porno ol them.

There aro 5 infrests 
in this cuinpaiij', 10 or 12 men working, 
siiicu last i-pring they bavo done any amount 
of work — they have rigged up n derrick, the 
only one on thu creek, 1 think, and aro no>v 
iu fit condition to work their grouud iu great 
advantage. Tbey expect to take very big 
pay out sqoQj bhould their 'anticipations 
prove true— Which wo hope they may, this 
will have a most cheering inlluonce on the 
niiijuB of oilier neighbouring prospecting 
parties, and will give a now impulse to 
miiiin<; OjieratioiiH on this creek.

Friend Tom 
is a rou^h, but most energetic, pushing fore- 
man, who does not stand on cereironies I 
but exercises his sway over a most Indus- 
irious sot of men, and has the richest claim 
to contend with in Big Bend. Their tunnel, 
owing to the great many difficuitiea they bad 
to overcome, is only 100 feet long. But now 
they are last driving ahead, and will soon 
keep pace with more fortunate companies 
who struck tbo clay sooner than they did. 

Thu ne.xt above ia tho Groom and Grey Co., 
throe interusts arid throe mun at work. Their 
tunnel is SO loot long. They aro tiill ruu- 
uing through clay. 

Tha next above ia Ih? Hreverly Co., four 
ioleresta and four men working. This is 
considered ono of tho most energetic com- 
panies on Iho creek. They I'lrst sunk a shall 
33 feet, dqep,. which they lost altervvarda ; 
tbey rati a tunnel 133 feet long. In this 
tunnel tbey sank a blind abaft, 18 feet deep, 
through slum. Tbey alsoJost it, being more 
anxious to save their tnonel,' wbiob bad' cost 
so much time and labor than their abaft, 
which had comparatively cost little. From 
iho surlaeo of thii ground to tlui bottom oi 
this blind sliiift tha ileptb ia IQO feet. 1 hear 
that friend Escobio, an ox-Caribooite, owns 
an interest in this company, and expresses 
confidence in the result. 

The next above is the Miller Co., five in- 
terests and five men working. Their tunnel 
is 180 leet long, and would be a good deal 
longer had thsy bot'roet with the bad luok 
of losing fifty feet- Of it (in -Ihe lower part), 
which compelled , them to make a new break 
oQ' on the eide. . 

The two last-mentioned companies amal- 
gamated a lew days ago, under the name uf 
tho Union Company, with James French, an 
ox-Caribooite, as foreman. This is a move 
in the right direction. It is desirable that 
other companiea should follow in their loot- 
stepn, as, by so doing, they woulil be enabled 
to work two or thrco shilts (carrying on min- 
ing operations night and day) at greatly re- 
duced expenses, though mooing the same 
chancea ot, snCoesB. 

The next company obovB ia the Kootenay. 
5 or 6 men who have sunk a shaft 60 feet 
deep. For the last two months or so their 
claim has been laid over, cause, want ol 
means. 

Just above is a son of La Belle France, 
making a little by sluicing, but scarcely 
enough to buy milk and buiter, 

The next company above is tho May 
Flower who have abandoned operations after 
having sunk a shaft 40 feet deep. 

Here we have arrived by degrees to the 
entrance of the canon. 1 shall beg your 
readers to pause a laomenU and take witti' 
them a bird's eye view of the creek down ; 
McCullough creek from this place down to 
town, a distance about miles is very 
steep and runs I ahould think, at an angle of 
from 35 to 40 degrees. As we have already 
seen, none of the compnni»a down on the boil 
of the creek are making any money, none 
being on tbo bed rock. The ''ift of tho 
Discovery Co., having taken out some "big 
pay" last fall and this spring, makes m hope 
that miners in this section of the creek, will 
bo ultiLuately rewarded for labor which 
reflects the greatest credit on their "pluck 
ond energy." 

If we' start from Ibe entrance oi the oitnoo 
and travel for a quarter of a mile over a most 
disagreeable trail, we arrive at the first 
I npper Hat. But, here we shall slop lor to- 
day with our mining review, as I intend to 
entertain your readers, beturo closing up my 
letter, with matters of local aa well as ol 
public interest. In my next I shall eontinue 
the mininfe intelligenoe.
